After three successive incidents at H20 during the early morning of August 23, the 
D. C. Chief of Police closed H20 for a 96-hour period until the citys Alcohol Beverage 
Control Board could review the situation. Each of the three incidents was a violent 
felony assault either inside of or related to activities of the establishment and serious 
enough to require the victims to be hospitalized. 

On August 27, after testimony by two detectives for the Attorney Generals office 
and four ABRA investigators, the ABRA Board decided to keep the license suspended 
past the 96-hour period until a Show Cause hearing is held on October 22, 2008.

Zanzibar Granted Nightclub License

A recent decision by DCs Alcoholic 
Beverage Control (ABC) Board upheld 
Zanzibar’s request to convert its liquor 
license from “Restaurant with Entertain¬ 
ment Endorsement” to “Nightclub.” 

Although the SW-SE ANC 6D pro¬ 
tested the conversion on the grounds of 
“peace, order, and quiet,” the ABC Board 


found the ANC will not be negatively 
affected by the conversion. 

In conjunction with this change, the 
ABC Board placed requirements and con¬ 
ditions on the license. These include food 
service requirements, provision of MPD 
details, restrictions on distribution of 
flyers and handbills, required attendance 
at ANC meetings, restrictions on sound 
emanating from the establishment, and 
enhanced security.
